FOUR PLANS 


First is the present program, 
just now being placed in effect 
for wheat. It could be strength- 
ened by giving farmers parity 
payments financed by a process- 
ing tax plan. 

Second is the soak-the-con- 
sumer, sink-the-farmer plan of 
price fixing by regimentation, 
with its disastrous consequences

evaporation thru the shell. It may 
be necessary, however, to cover one- 
third to one-half of the floor in small 
cellars with 4 to 6 inches of sand and 
to give it a daily sprinkling of water. 
In a very large basement, it may 
be advisable to construct a tight box 
in which to keep the eggs, as the 
problem of maintaining the right tem- 
perature and moisture conditions 
otherwise is likely to be great. 


Capon Pecattion 


“During the last several years, I 
have raised capons from most of the 
breeds of chickens in this country,’ 
writes a Missouri farm woman. “I 
have had good results from most all 
kinds. The only breed which did not 
seem to fatten sufficiently was the 
Black Minorea. On the other hand, 
the Leghorns made very plump ¢ca- 
pons. 

“By comparison,” she continues, “I 
have found that farm raised capons 
develop faster than those raised in 
limited quarters. Where they have 
free range, the birds will forage for 
themselves, very much like turkeys. 
However, they should be confined 
and fattened for several weeks be- 
fore marketing.” 

In caponizing, use the proper in- 
struments. For several days after 
the operation, watch the birds close- 
ly for wind-puff{s at the small cut 
between the ribs. If puffs occur, re- 


move them by pricking the skin. 
In addition to its tendency to pro- 
duce a good meat carcass, a capon 


will serve as a foster-mother for the 
chicks. Some poultrymen, therefore, 
take the old hen from her chicks 
after they are two weeks old and 
substitute a capon. If he has been 
isolated for a couple of days before- 
hand, the capon will hover the chicks 
very satisfactorily. Meanwhile, after 


a week, the hen will commence to 
lay again. 
A capon, like a cockerel, is not 


fully grown until it is a year old, but

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Fall Pointers 


By October, most farmers have a 
perfect estimate of the number of 
pullets wanting winter quarters. If 
there are too many for the floor and 
feeder space in the laying house, it 
is wiser to cull closer or sell old 
stock and avoid crowding, even tho 
the price is low. On the other hand, 
if space is much larger than the 
flock requires, it might be a_ wise 
investment to go out and buy healthy 
pullets from good producing stock to 
build up the flock to the size that 
will fill the house without crowding. 
Many times, those bought will cost 
less than those raised. 

It is usually recommended that no 
more than three and one-half square 
feet of floor space be provided for 
Mediterranean breeds and four feet 
for larger fowls. However, this al- 
lowance should be increased for 
small buildings. One should be sure 
of plenty of feeder space, so that 
even the timid birds need not go 
hungry. Authorities recommend that 
twenty feet of feeder or trough space 
be allowed for each 100 hens. 


Is the allotment of six inches of 
roosting space enough for your 
hens? Not if some of them are 


crowded off and settle down to spend 
the night on the edges of 
under the roosts. Twelve to sixteen 
nests for each 100 hens will help to
